THE first volume will contain 25 monochrome and 35 coloured plates, and the second 
will contain in the first place the most noteworthy carpets of other collections which 
were published in the original work, and secondly, many other important carpets as 
yet unpublished. Although many noteworthy publications have appeared daring 
the last twenty years this Viennese work on Carpets, now long out of print, still 
holds its own as the final authority. Thirty years of research, however, have made 
it evident that a number of specimens included in the original work were, both from 
the points of view of science and art, of slight importance and needed to be replaced 
by more valuable ones discovered since, which have either not been published or, if 
so, have been inadequately reproduced. 

The time has therefore come for the issue of a new publication, taking as its basis 
the original work, but treating afresh the whole of the material known at the present day, 
an accordance with present scientific, artistic and technical requirements. 

The reproductions of the new edition will far surpass the old, for it is in this 
field that enormous progress has been made during the last 40 years. Favourable 
circumstances have made it possible to reproduce the carpets by a direct process and, 
for the purpose of the COLOURED PLATES which form the bulk of the work, the originals 
have been accessible for testing and comparison right up to the moment of completion. 
For the first time the real beauty of these carpets is made apparent.

This splendid work was commenced in the year 1859 under the patronage, and 
at the expense, of the Spanish Government. After several parts had been issued it 
was fora long time discontinued until taken in hand by the publisher, Don José 
Dorregay. Under his management the work proceeded, several Monographs were 
completed, but at his death in 1881 it again fell into abeyance, only three or four parts 
being subsequently issued. 
Mr. Bernard Quaritch acquired the stock, and in 1891 printed a table of contents 
and alphabetical index for conveniently binding the work in 8 vols., as described 
below, which arrangement is followed in both of the copies now offered.

A volume of the utmost importance and of striking beauty. These 
‘exquisite drawings, execated on stoat vellum, in pen-and-ink and wash, 
are typical of Du Cercean’s supreme genias. Particular attention may 
be drawn to the double-page designs of facades. These are not mere 
elevations, but fully finished designs, containing a wealth of beautiful 
and elaborate ornaments. Hardly less striking are the designs for the 
fountains, one of which was carried out at Anet (see “ Bastiments,” 
vol. II). The doorways, gateways, and fireplaces are also very fine 
examples of the master’s work, the ornamentation of the latter being 
of a most sumptuous nature. Many of these contain exquisite little 
vignettes of mythological and classical scenes. The remainder of the 
volume is of a more technical nature, consisting largely of elevationa, 
ground plans, etc., but even here are many very beautiful designs. 

A FEW OF THESE DRAWINGS HAVE BEEN PUBLISHED, BUT THE LARGER 
NUMBER ARE APPARENTLY UNPUBLISHED. 

Jacques Androuet du Cerceau was born about 1515. He was 
probably one of the rising architects sent by Cardinal d’Armagnac to 
Rome to complete their stadies. By 1549 he was settled at Orleans, 
from which town he issued his earliest architectural publications. In 
1559 he published from Paris his first “ Livre d’ Architecture.” This 
was followed by the second and third books in 1561 and 1572 respeo- 
tively. In the former year he commenced his literary magnum opus 
—the famous “ Bastiments de France.” Various delays occurred, and 
it was not until 1576 that the first volume of this work appeared, 
followed by the second volume three years later. He died about 1585.
